Barnabas (June 11th, commencement of Hay Harvest); St. Peter (June 29th) ; 
St. Michael the Archangel (Sept. 29th) ; St. Luke, the Evangelist (Oct. 18th) ; All 
Saints (Nov. Ist); St. Catherine of Alexandria (Nov. 25th) ; St. Lucia Patroness 
Saint of Diseases of the Eye (Dec. 13th) ; and the final symbol may be that of St.
